Brother J. B. Hillis made 
a__italk on the Bible 
School.. This address will be 


given in the minutes verbatim.

they all saw it. The _ lo-

nancially able to attend, and 
they would be doing a good 
work. ‘ 


Then Brother Lemons gave 
a short talk about the Execu- 
tive Committee, (which was 
much enjoyed by all) stating 
that we are free and have got- 
ten where we can do some- 
thing for God. He also showed 
the importance of going to the 
Bible School, learning od’s 
Word, and then spreading out 
into new fields. 


This was followed by T. S. 
Payne on The Model Church. 
He took for his text 1 Cor. 1:2. 
First he dwelt on the impor- 
tance of having all the gifts of 
the Spirit. Jesus set them in 
the Church, therefore we 
should see to it that we come be- 
hind in no gift. He then spoke 
of Christ not being divided.

The afternoon service began 
with prayer and praises, Broth- 
er J. S. Llewellyn gave us an 
address on the unity of the Spir- 
‘it.

133 
speaks of the unity of the Spir- 
it, and we sure have realized 
the blessedness of it during this 
Assembly.

Gospels Shipped to 
Japan 


Five truck loads of Gospels 
printed in Japanese are being 
shipped, today by the American 
Bible Society to its representa- 
tives in Japan. More than 500, 
000 volumes of the Gospels have 
been printed in New York by 
photographic process to supply 
the unusual needs caused by the 
recent earthquake in Tokyo and 
Yokohama. Practically all of the 
3ible plates for 25 or more 
languages and dialects of the 
Far East were totally destroyed, 
together with the printing plant, 
at which Bibles for Japan, Chi- 
na, Siam and the _ Philippine 
Islands were printed, The ship- 
ment made today is the first ofa 
series of books to be_ printed, 
in this country until the Society 
has secyred funds for the re- 
placement of its plates and the 
establishment of printing proc- 
esses in Japan. 

Mr. .Gilbert Darlington, treas- 
urer, declared it is the largest 
single shipment of Scripture 
portions ever made by the Soci- 
ety.
